One of the questions we asked for our Spirit 
Of ‘76 series was "Is opposition in a legislative 
body — such as the Town Council — necessary"? 

Most of our respondents who answered the 
question answered in the affirmative. New 
Englanders, as it has been pointed out many 
times, love to be "agin things"; they still stand by 
Thoreau who said that the first duty of an in¬ 
dividual is "to live his life as his principles 
demand" and by Emerson who believed above all 
that there should always be "a minority un¬ 
convinced ." 

Perhaps we should rephrase our question 
somewhat — because of the unfair and biased 
reporting about "majority" and "minority" as the 
two words relate to the Town Council. One local 
publication ran a banner headline on the front 
page — "Council Minority May Be Ousted By 
Voters." Underneath that headline there was a 
smaller sub-head that said the material was, in 
fact, an editorial. And, indeed it was an editorial 
and a very poor one at that. It was misleading, 
slanted and grossly unfair. Perhaps we should 
ask: "Is a minority necessary? 

If we are to preserve democracy we must 
understand its principles. And the principle that 
distinguishes it from all other forms of govern¬ 
ment is that in a democracy the opposition is not 
only tolerated as constitutional but must be 
maintained because it is in fact indispensable. 

The democratic system cannot be operated 
without effective opposition. For, in making the 
great experiment of governing people by consent 
rather than by coercion, it is not sufficient that 
the party in power should have a majority. It is 
just as necessary that the party in power should 
never outrage the minority. This means that it 
must listen to the minority and be moved by the 
criticisms of the minority. That means that its 
measures must take account of the minority 
objections, and that in administering measures it 
must remember that the minority may become

Town Council has given Town 
Manager James Westman the 
go-ahead order for the tem¬ 
porary leasing of the former 7- 
11 variety store on Springfield 
Street as the new Feeding Hills 
library. 

The vote was unanimous on a 
motion from Councilor Arthur 
Kerr for an appropriation of up 
to $840 per month plus $150 in 
moving costs from ap¬ 
proximately November 1, 1975 
to June 30, 1976. 

Westman was also directed to 
return on October 14 to the 
council with a lease. The 
manager said the corporation 
now holding the store agreed to 
a $400 per month rent and $200 
per month tax exemption on the 
building, making rental cost 
$600. 

The remaining $240 per 
month is for electricity, used for 
heat, light, and air conditioning, 
plus water. 

On September 2, the council 
allowed Westman to negotiate 
the best rental offer available 
for a temporary home for the 
library. A report from the 
Library Trustees showed the 7- 
11 site to be the cheapest, 
roomiest, and best for public- 
use, veruss sistes at the Troino 
Shopping Center on Springfield 
Street and a newer mini¬ 
shopping mall on Southwick 
Street. The 7-11 site offers 2400 
square feet of room, some 300 
feet more than the former 

HUai’i on South Westfield 

Street Also. 7 11 has onsite 


The former library was closed 
on January 1, 1975, and since 
then, circulation at the town’s 
central library has doubled, 
Mrs. Deliso said. 

In other action, the council by 
unanimous vote gave the 
manager until January 1, 1976, 
to come up with reserve 
transfer figures to enact the 50 
percent payment of medical 
insurance for certain town 
retirees. 

A visibly indignant Councilor 
Rev. Benjamin Lockhart again 
scored the executive branch for 
“allowing to lag too long” on the 
matter, adding, “On August 4, 
we passed $5000 for a Bicen¬ 
tennial Celebration... if w-e can 
spend that kind of money for 
celebrations, they by God, we 
can spend it for our retirees.” 

Lockhart originally moved 
for a $5651.52 reserve transfer 
to fund the retirees’ health 
insurance for 18 former em¬ 
ployees, noted in a report from 
Town Accountant Carol Taylor 
as eligible under guidelines 
passed by the council on August 
4. Councilor Kenneth Barnes, 
upon advice from Town Counsel 
Jay Posnik. moved an amend¬ 
ment to start the program on 
January 1 in order to give of¬ 
ficials in Boston time to review 
the guidelines. The amendment 
passed 10 to 3, with Councilors 
Lockhart, Nardi, and Della- 
Giustina in dissent and Coun¬ 
cilors Coffey and Fieldstad 
absent.

"As a member of the Agawam Town Council 
for the first two terms of its life I have found 
myself at times voting with the majority and at 
times with the minority. My most recent 
publicized vote with the minority was on a matter 
of censure of our Town Manager. From where I sit 
the motion was necessary and the majority who 
voted it down should have listened to the 
minority more attentively instead of 'mickey 
mousing 1 the proceedings with charges of so- 
called 'secret 1 meetings of a group of councilors 
who were trying to act responsibly. The main 
issue was to get the manager to realize the Town 
Charter (Sec. 3-4) makes the manager respon¬ 
sible to the Town Council. When the manager 
does not follow the guidelines laid down by the 
council, engages in practices that add to unrest 
among town employees, pleads ingorance on 
matters that he was asked to research, and 
procrastinates on appointments and in submitting 
the town budget, and gives no satisfying ex¬ 
planation — then the Town Council, elected to 
represent the people and oversee the manager, 
must act or suffer the charge of dereliction of 
duty. The majority of the council voted otherwise, 
but that did not deny the charges of the minority 
because the charges were never dealt with. 

"It was a clever ploy of the majority to take 
the heat off the manager by putting it on the 
president. I would be the first to admit that my 
performance on that night left much to be 
desired but I was not the issue and 'that ploy to 
transfer the heat will not wash. The minority 
voices in the wilderness must be heard for the 
good of the community. 

"Now there will be those who say that the 
Town Council, which is the legislative body, 
should not interfere with the administrative 
branch of government represented by the Town 
Manager. If that be true then the people must 
rewrite the charter and eliminate section 3-4 
which gives the council oversight of the manager. 
In addition when this legislative vs. ad¬ 
ministrative argument is put forth it i§ always set 
down in relation to our city, state, and national 
systems but what is left out of these arguments is 
that these systems have elected officials at the 
top who must periodically go before the people 
for approval or disapproval of their policies. The 
Town Manager is not an elected official. He is 
appointed by the Town Council. He never goes 
before the people at any election for approval or 
disapproval of his policies. As long as he satisfies 
eight members of the Town Council he can do 
what he pleases The importance of a con¬ 
structive minority on the Town Council is g 
necessity under such a system.

documents. Barnes said he 
opposed “transfers for the sake 
of transfers,” and urged 
Westman to find monies in the 
town administration budget. 

Councilors Colli, Harrington, 
and Theroux were the sole 
supporters of the transfer.

In its final piece of business, 
thtT council approved an ap¬ 
propriation of $3,946,000 for the 
construction of sewers, 
sewerage systems, and sewage 
treatment and disposal 
facilities. 

Westman noted in a report to 
the council that $14,000 is 
available from the capital 
improvement budget for the 
project and that he expects a 
minimum of federal and state 
aid of $1,700,000, making the 
total bonding amount to the 
town $2,172,000. 

The Ixmd will be for 20 years, 
and at 7 percent interest, the 
cost will be $3,768,420. The first 
year effect on the tax rate, 
anticipating 3 percent growth in 
property values, will be $1.45. 

The new appropriation funds 
the on-going sewer construction 
program in Agawam.
